The governor ex-
presses the opinion tbat & scheme of
colonial adminlstration, such am is found
in the Danish, French and English West
Indies, might - e wafely lnstituted, ' with
variations dependent 4pofi the future policy
of the homeé government. The governor re-
fers to the mnny suggestions offered that the
torm of territorinl government adopted In
the United States he applied to Porto Rleo,
but points out that & standard form of
puch government, while useful in the United
Btates, would not apply successfully to thias
Irland possession. He calls attention to
the fact that while In such close proximity
to the Unlted Hiates Porto Rico has heen
s comparatively unknown island to Ameri-
ADS.

“I feel, an the result of a year's close
study on the spot of all conditions sur-
rounding this problem," wald Governor

Allen, “that congress went gquite as far as
It could mafely venture in the form of gov-
ernment éxisting on the Island, and ns the
result of experlence and observation |1
fully belleve with good men devoted to the
work the Island will develop faster under
such form, its people, through experience
and education will advance more rapldly in
thelr kmowledge of clvic virtues under a
guldance of present methods than could be
gained In any other way.”

The governor speaks plainly in present-
Ing the reason why this lsland has been at
a practical standstill for nearly four cen-
turies and says that In a climate where a
man c&n e In & hammock, plck & banana
with one hand and dig a sweet potato with
one foot the incentive o idleness Is eany
to yleld to and bringa its inevitable conse-
quences.

TO DISMISS FIVE CADETS

Secretary Hoot FEndorses Actlon of
Board of Oflicers at Went
Polnt.

WASHINGTON, May 21.—Secretary Root
has wpproved the action of the board of
ofMoers at West Point, which recommended
the dismissal of five cadets and the sus-

pension of six others. Tuls sustains the
course of Colonel Mlills and the other
ofMcers lo the recent disturbances at  the

academy.

Colonel Mills, superintendent of the mil-
itary academy, had a long consultation with
the secretary of war today relative to re-
cent dlsorders among the cadets at Weat
Point. The papers in the cases of the ca-
dets who have been tried for offenses
sgeinst the authorities have been in the
department for some time. Superintendent
Mills explained the conditlion at the acad-
emy, Insisting that meny of the published
reports were exaggerated. The present
diMeoulty grows out of the attempt to sup-
press hazing and the restrictions that bave
been made in this direction since Colonel
Mills became superintendent.

The superintendent spoke in the highest
terms of the cadets and thought It was
only a question of & short tlme before the
customary conditions would be resumed.
The matter of discipline was In question
and that must be maintained, The secre-
tary was much interested In the statement
of Colonel Mills. Colonel Davis, the next
judge advoeate of the army, who recently
has been statioped at West Polnt, was
present during the grester portion of the
interview. The papers in the cuses (hat
recently have been tried are to be consid-
ered und passed upon by General Davis.

Ninth Cavaley's Adventures,

From a roport of the operations of the
Ninth Unlted States cavalry in the Phil-
Ippines which has just been recelved ir
Washlngton It would appear that the Fili-
pinos have become adepts In the sclence
of yellow journalism.

The Ninth cavalry, an organization of
colored troops, Is well known In Nebraska,
having been statioped for several yeara
at Crawford. The Ninth did gallant work
at Slboney, at E! Caney and around San-
tlago. Many of them wers killed and many
died of disease In Cuba In June and July,
1808,  Put the regiment has been singu-
larly fortunate in the Phllippines and the
official report of thelr operations {8 & rec-
ord of excellent work and few casualties.

According to a report of Captaln Day,
four columns, with a total of 317 men,
started on the 24th of last November into
the interlor of the province of Albay,
having Jovellar, the insurgent capital, as
the objective. The Americans lost two
non-commissioned officers killed, one cor-
poral and ome private wounded. The In-
surgent loss in placad at thirty-five killsd,
and wounded unknown. This small loss on
the part of the Americans dld not suit the
insurgent {(deas and the Fillpino organ,
El Busllis de Albay, printed the following
story of the operations.

The American troops of the province hav-
Ing concentrated nt nmall? to the number
of 40 or 40 were directed from that point
on the 235th of the present month, Novem-
ber, in the morning, In four strong col-
umns, and, taking different ronds, advanced
toward the Interlor. One column, number-
fng 10, passed through Solong and was
overtaken by night at Taloto; another, 150
strong., went by the way of Plnaglaban
and passed the night at Florista; the third,
9 strong, went by Itutuan, Amianon and
Maputing-1"sa, and passed the night at
Jovellur; the fourth column passed the
night ut the Inn of Benor Macandog, near
Maputing-Usa,

Heavy Firing by All Foar.

There was heavy firing by al]l four forces
encountered on the way., Our men wers
prepared for the flght and obeyed their
orders to follow the rearguard of the en-
emy, as soon as the latter succeeded In
passing our posts, uniil there was an op-
ortun iy to Infllect more losses. Keeping
touch with the enamy in this manner
our detachments arrived at the places In
which the enemy passed the night, and
continued hostilities without Interruption,
Inflicting conslderable losses, an was proved
by the dead abandoned by the Americans
in the different places. The following day,
while 7 et it was barely dawn, the firing
begun gﬂnenllj The Americans were wur-
rounded by all aur troops, who did not lose
them from slght., ‘Those who had passed
the night ut Florista, Taloto and st the
inn took the Jovellar road In order to join
the maln detachment of thelr troops, and
remained In Jovellar during the entire day
and night of November 26, until 7 a, m. on
the Zith, when they undertook to retreat
vin Cabraran., In passing the village of
Amianon they were heavily fired upon by
the troops of the brave commandante, To-
ledo, who were sultably posted In a thlcket,
walting for the enemy to pass, The Amer-
feans, already m:#reﬂled with weariness,
ntnpkuunnn an loaded down with
wounded and dead, seemed more dead than
allve and for this and other reasons evaded
the fire.

The Americans, furlous at such penalties,
did not leave a house standing at any of
the villages at which they arrived, burn-
Ing It without compassion.

A vommandante and several ofMicers un-
der his o ders, In ex lnrln; Jovellar and
ity vielnity, found ffty dead Americuns,
buried in a hnm‘ thie kol and covered with
dry leaves and hemp. They were nlready
in a state of putrefaction, which was be-
ginning to Infest that reglon with |t
odors, At Taloto five dead were found
thrown In an out-of-the-way place. At
Florista three, among them an officer
dressed In his uniform, and at Pinaglaban
there were algo some dead.

read a technical paper on a new stornge
battary Invenled and perfected by Thomas
A. Edison. From this report and from the
dlzcussion thereon by the members of the
Ipstitute It would seem that the new inven-
tlon is of great ntereat  sclentifically,
mechanplcally and chemlcally. It has as
vet not bheen applied to commercial usages.
Sclentifically, It promises to do much, and
as Mr. Edlson has tested his Inventlon
most thoroughly In his lahoratory, before
the announcement of this evening, there Is
the probability of its furfilllng the claims
made In It bhehalf. Welght for welght,
flge and cost hieing equal, the new storage
buttery will do aboul two and one times
as much work as the present battery of
COmmeree,

The
Nuvy department received word that the
Birike bhad wpread (o large private yards
on the Pacific coast, where & number of
warships are under construction and It is
expreted thal eastern yards having naval
ships 1o build, niso will be affecied. The
War department was  informed tbat the
strike was likely to stop work on the two
uaval trausports, Egbert and Hosecraos,
now repalring on the Pacifie coast, Suore-
tary Hoot asked the Navy department to
asslst in forwarding the work ponding the
tieup and Acting Secrstary Huackett of the
navy ordered that the two army transporis
bo taken (o the navy yvard al Bremmerton,
on Fuget Sound, for the completion of their
repalrs,

Notte of the government yards can be af-
fected by the strike, as an eighi-hour day
prevalis in all government work. Word
hus reached the department that govern-
ment employes are contributing funds In
support of the strike movement, but mo
attention will be paid to this matter,

For Jolnt (onference.

NEW YORK, May 21.—Henry Devens,
rgent for the Metal Trades' associntion,
luday went to the headquarters of thae

strikers immediately after the meeting at
the Astor house had adjourned. His mis-
slon was to pave the way for a joint con-
ference In which the strikers could state
their grievances and thelr demands, so that
the employers could find out what the men
wented. Mr, Devens sald that he had got
little satisfaction. The men sueld they
would have to telegraph to the natlonal
headquarters at Washiogton before they
vould do- such a thing. He hoped they
would decide to meet the employers.

It was announced that
President 0'Connell had sent word that
the machinists could appoint a conference
committee,

Wiah te Preaent Their Side,

According to Mr. Devens, the purpose of
the Metal Trades assoclation in asking for
the conference I8 to galn an opportunity
to lay before the machiniste falrly the sit-
untion. Mr. Devens says there is no ques-
tion but the machinlsts, under exlsting
agreements, are entitled to a nine-hour
day. This the employers are willing to
conceda.  Bur the question at the bottom
of the present dificulty Is whether or not
ten hours’ pay for nine hours work is to
follow the introduction of the nine-heur
system, The members of the Metal Trades
association say there s not a word about
the wage question in the agreement and
that under another clause of that decu-
ment all such questions when difficult to
settle are to be declded by arbltration, the
men remaining at work pending a solution.

At the conforence, the ovramlittee of the
Metal Trades associatlon will demand that
the men return to work and refer the wage
question te the bourd of arbitration.

Pusiness Agent Constant Booth of the
machinists sald tonight: ‘'"There will be
no arbitration. This matter has gone teoo
far for arbliration.”

From the Executive Board.

A statement wan given out tonight by the
executive hoard of the Machinists assocla-
tion in which they say: “"We are willing
to meet the manufacturers at any time, and
we ara willing to come to an mRgreement
with them at any time, providing the nine-
hour dany without any decrease in pay be
granted.

“The nine-hour day in the machinists
trude hea come at last and there Is nothing
unfuir in our demand, as the employers
have had & year to prepare thelr contraots
accordingly. We have certainly acted fairly
In walting *hat length of time.

“Regarding the arbliration feature of the
Rgreement, we can say that we have re-
ligiously observed that. Many violations of
that agresmeni. huve occurred on the part
of the members of the Metal Trades' as-
sociation, and we have endeavored, hotn
through our local and national ofMclals in
the various clties to Eave questlons taken
up and arbitrated, but the employers’
angwer Lo our appeal has generally heen
ndverse,'

The Storm Centers,

The slorm centers of the strike are in
Cinclpoati, O, and on the Paciflc coast.
The number of firms that bave signed
Rgreements was augmented today by about
a hundred, which brings the aggregate of
the establishments making the concesslons
to 1,000 \n round numbers during the past
threa or four days. Save In one or two in-
stmnces, as at Scranton, the allied trades
have not yer hean affected. 1t s clalmed at
general headquarters of the machinista,
however, that where agreements are not
effecied by this afternoon  or tomorrow
many of the men in the allied trades wliil
go out in the Individusl shops where the
machinists are already out, The estlmato
of President O'Connell of the luternational
Association of Machiniuts, as to the number
of strikers today remains at 50,000 ap-
proximately, the same figure as glven yes-
terdny
